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Residents moved 
out of care home 


RESIDENTS are being moved 
out of a care home after 
concerns over its standards. 

Littleport Grange Nursing and 
Residential Home, in Littleport, was 
issued with a formal warning by 
health and social care watchdog, the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) in 
February 

Inspectors had made unan¬ 
nounced visits to the home, in 
Grange Lane, in January and 
demanded its operator, Dove Care 
Homes, urgently improved care to 
residents. 

The home currently has 36 resi¬ 
dents in total. Of those, 22 residents’ 
care is funded by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The authority has now started to 
re-locate those residents to other 
care homes in the county. 

The rest, who are self-funded or 
funded by other councils, are also in 
the process of being moved. 

In a joint statement from Claire 
Bruin, service director of Adult Social 
Care at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, Alison Gilbert, director of 
clinical delivery at Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust and 
Cath Mitchell, director of integrated 
commissioning, at NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire, said: “The county council, 
Cambridgeshire Community Serv¬ 
ices NHS Trust and NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire have been monitoring and 
reviewing the provision of care to 
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residents at Littleport Grange in 
recent months following concerns 
raised with the CQC. 

“To ensure the safety and well¬ 
being of the residents we are working 
with families to find suitable alter¬ 
native placements for each of the 
residents funded by the county 
council. 

“As our safeguarding responsibi¬ 
lities extend to residents who are 
self-funders, we are also making 
contact with their relatives to discuss 
the situation. 

“This decision has not been taken 
lightly and we recognise that reloca¬ 
tion will be an unsettling experience 
for residents and their families. 
However, the welfare of residents 
within the home is of paramount 
importance to us.” 

Inspectors found care plans at the 
home were inaccurate, out of date 
and incomplete, and some plans 
relating to nutrition were not being 
carried out correctly. 

Dressings were not being changed 
at set times, so residents were at risk 
from infection. 

Care charts did not state how often 
residents needed to be moved in 
bed, so they were often left longer

than they should have been in 
one position. 

A spokeswoman for the CQC 
said: “Following continued 
concerns regarding Littleport 
Grange, we are taking action 
to protect the interests of the 
people using the service, how¬ 
ever the law does not allow us 
to go into further detail at this 
stage. 

“We are continuing to work 
with our partner agencies in re¬ 
lation to this service which 
remains subject to the ongoing 
monitoring of compliance with 
the essential standards of care. 

“We are also in contact with 


the provider.” 

Vice-chairman of Littleport 
Parish Council, Fred Brown, 
who is also a county councillor 
for Littleport, said: “We have a 
duty of care to treat elderly 
people well and if there is any 
doubt whatsoever, these resi¬ 
dents must come first. 

“It is sad that these people’s 
lives are being turned upside 
down through no fault of their 
own. 

“I cannot comment about 
the future of the care home 
until all the residents have been 
moved.” 

Nobody from the home was 
available to comment.

Campaign calls 
for alternative 
to south bypass 


A CAMPAIGN group has 
been launched urging 
council chiefs to consider 
alternatives to building a 
southern bypass in Ely. 

The ‘Ely Crossing Action’ group 
insists there needs to be a “prop¬ 
erly informed” public debate 
regarding congestion alleviation 
at Ely Railway Station. 

Members are also adamant 
building a bypass could have a 
damaging effect on Ely’s country¬ 
side and the cathedral. 

They are urging Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
to look at the alternatives, such as 
building an underpass instead. 

In a leaflet, the group says: 
“Something has to be done about 
the A142 railway crossing but the 
real cost of a £29 million bypass 
could be the permanent damage 
it does to Ely’s countryside and 
the wider setting of the cathedral. 

“Ely Crossing Action has been 
set up to promote a properly in¬ 
formed public debate on this 
urgent matter and to encourage 
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the energetic investigation of 
constructive alternatives to the 
bypasses and their intrusive 
structures. 

“In the coming weeks we will 
be pressing the county council to 
look more searchingly and cre¬ 
atively at alternatives to a bypass.” 

Among members of the cam¬ 
paign group are renowned Ely 
architect Meredith Bowles, who 
insists a deepened and extended 
underpass should be built instead 
of a bypass. 

The group insists Mr Bowles’ 
scheme would reduce congestion, 
preserve views of the cathedral 
and could combine with a new 
Ely station gateway project. 

It comes just weeks after bosses 
at English Heritage, the main ad¬ 
viser to the Government on heri¬ 
tage matters, raised fears about the 
effect a southern bypass would 
have on views of the cathedral. 

The organisation also criticised 
the way the project has been dealt 


with by the county and district 
councils, insisting not enough 
information was provided in the 
public consultation. 

Despite that, council chiefs are 
still favouring a southern bypass - 
but insist “a whole range of op¬ 
tions” are being considered be¬ 
fore a final decision is made. 

Cllr Ian Bates, the county coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for growth 
and planning, said: “The council’s 
preferred option to tackle the issue 
of congestion which has blighted 
the south of Ely for so long is a 
bypass over the level crossing. 

“This was also by far the most 
favoured option in the recent 
public consultation. 

“However, before a final decis¬ 
ion is taken, we are investigating 
and assessing a whole range of 
options which would include an 
underpass option. 

“No solution has yet been ruled 
out so it is interesting to see the 
concepts this new group is put¬ 
ting forward.”

Council leader is 
branded ‘dictator’ 


Blamed: Cllr 
Peter Moakes 
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ANGRY residents have slam¬ 
med council leader Peter 
Moakes after he banned 
three councillors from sitting 
on any of his authority’s 
committees. 

People have blasted the move as 
“disgraceful” and have labelled the 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council leader as a “dictator”. 

Last week Ely Weekly News re¬ 
ported that Conservative council¬ 
lors Mike Rouse, Elaine Griffin- 
Singh and Anna Bailey have been 
banned from sitting on any of the 
council’s committees. 

Cllr Moakes and his deputy, Cllr 
James Palmer, made the decision 
after the trio sensationally went 
against their party’s plans to intro¬ 
duce car parking charges in Ely - 
something residents and business 
owners have campaigned against 
for months. 

Speaking exclusively to the Week¬ 
ly News, Cllr Moakes said all three 
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councillors “caused major upset” 
and he felt “all three of them were 
out of order as they went against 
their Conservative members”. 

But residents have praised Cllrs 
Bailey, Rouse and Griffin-Singh and 
insist they acted on behalf of the 
people who elected them. 

Terry Hayes described Cllr 
Moakes’ actions as “disgraceful” 
and said: “I thought that we lived in 
a democracy not a dictatorship? 

“These councillors should be 
commended for speaking up in 
accordance with their reasoned 
views in this matter and presum¬ 
ably the majority view of the people 
they represent.” 

David Fletcher, from Ely, said: “As 
leader of the council, Cllr Moakes 
has failed to recognise he has a duty 
to the residents of the district, 
whatever their point of view. 


“Those three councillors have 
displayed integrity and honesty in 
considering how the issue might be 
dealt with and meeting the resi¬ 
dents’ representatives, which Cllr 
Moakes has still failed to do. 

“This action shows he can have 
no understanding of the level of 
respect that such service to a com¬ 
munity can earn.” 

Furious Peter Hillman believes 
people should withhold some of 
their council tax as a protest. 

He said: “Is this Mr Moakes’s 
form of democracy? It sounds more 
like dictatorship to me. As I have 
effectively been disenfranchised I 
will withhold some of my council 
tax because I cannot get what I am 
paying for and maybe others would 
like to do similarly.” 

Cllr Moakes’ decision means that 
from June, all three councillors can 
only attend full council meetings, 
which are three times a year. 

Cllr Moakes was unavailable for 
comment. 


Anger as 
road is 
closed 
- again 

A BUSY road has 
been closed for the 
second time in a 
month due to an¬ 
other leaking pipe. 

Residents and 
businesses in Lynn 
Road, between 
Chettisham and 
Littleport, are angry 
after the road was 
shut again. 

Anglian Water 
engineers shut the 
road on Monday 
morning as an un¬ 
derground pipe was 
leaking. It comes 
just weeks after the 
road was closed to 
motorists for a 
number of days due 
to a burst pipe. 

Barbara Dobner, 
owner of Camelot 
Creature Comforts 
pet shop, based in 
Lynn Road, Chet¬ 
tisham, is furious. 

She said: “They 
just turned up on 
Monday morning 
and closed the road 
without giving any 
of us any warning. 

“This is the sec¬ 
ond time in a mat¬ 
ter of weeks it’s 
happened and it’s 
affecting business. 
People have to take 
a detour to get to us 
and as a result we’re 
quieter than usual.” 

Anglian Water 
apologised for any 
disruption caused 
and says the road 
should re-open by 
the end of the week. 

A spokesman for 
the company said: 
“This road has been 
closed to allow en¬ 
gineers to repair a 
leak on a water pipe 
some three metres 
beneath the road. 

“We are acting to 
complete this re¬ 
pair before any cus¬ 
tomers are affected, 
which would be the 
case if this leak was 
allowed to worsen. 
The road has been 
closed to traffic so 
work can be com¬ 
pleted as quickly 
and safely as possi¬ 
ble. A clearly sign¬ 
posted diversion is 
in place.”

Report finds East Cambridge residents have best quality of living in rural area

ELY has been crowned as the 
best rural area to live after it 
scooped poll position in a 
national survey. 

Residents of East Cambridgeshire 
have the best quality of life of any 
rural area in Great Britain according 
to the latest survey by Halifax. 

Good health, a long life expectancy, 
high employment levels and good 
incomes are among the benefits 
recorded for residents. 

On top of this, South Cambridge¬ 
shire is said to have the lowest carbon 
levels and a low cost 
of living, with the 
average house price 
below that of other 
rural areas. 
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Councillor Peter Moakes, leader at 
East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “The survey confirms what 
many of us have known for years; 
East Cambridgeshire is a great place 
to live. This ranking is a culmination 
of all the hard work which residents, 
communities and organisations have 
put in over the years. 

“From our fantastic countryside to 
our healthy lifestyles and strong 
economy, living in our district is a 
wonderful thing and I count myself 
very lucky to be an 
East Cambridgeshire * . 


According to the survey, residents 
“tend to be fit and well with 93 per 
cent reporting general good health”. 

The region also has the joint high¬ 
est life expectancy among rural areas 
at 82, which is four years more than 
the UK average. 

It also states: “The employment 
rate is high, at 79 per cent, and many 
residents enjoy relatively high in¬ 
comes with weekly average earnings 
of £707.” 

Marianne Clarke, has been a resi¬ 
dent in Ely for more than 10 years, 
having lived in the city as a child and 
then returning to retire. 

She said: “Ely is a pretty lively area 
and there is always something going 
on. I go to Tai Chi every Thursday at 
the Paradise Centre and it is nice to 


walk through the parks and go down 
to the river. 

“It has changed a lot since I used to 
live here, but I can see why people are 
very happy living here.” 

East Cambridgeshire knocked last 
years’ winner South Cambridgeshire 
from the top spot; however the presi¬ 
ding winners came in third. 

The survey also revealed the sun¬ 
niest rural area as the Isle of White 
and the lowest burglary rate was in 
the Western Isles. 

Cllr Moakes added: “We must con¬ 
tinue to strive to be the best we can 
be. If this survey reminds us of any¬ 
thing it is the need to stop and reflect 
that, despite the challenges we all 
face, East Cambridgeshire is a won¬ 
derful place to call home.” 





AN Ely man led police on a high 
speed chase reaching up to 
1 OOmph in a stolen pick-up truck 
before crashing it, a court heard. 

Bobby Loveridge, of Ely Road, 
Stretham, refused to stop for police 
on a country road. 

The 20-year-old appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court having 
previously pleaded guilty to aggra¬ 
vated vehicle taking, driving with¬ 
out a license, driving without insur- 
ance and possessing a bladed 
article in a public place. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, told the 
court police were called out to an 
attempted car theft at 1.15am, on 
january 17, and as they drove to the 
scene in Soham they saw a silver 
pick-up truck travelling at speed in 
the other direction on die A1123. 

Miss Walker said: “They used 
blue lights to signal the car to stop. 
It failed to stop and was travelling 
at about 80 miles per hour and 
then reached 100 miles per hour.” 

When Loveridge took a bend too 
quickly he lost control of the veh¬ 
icle, which spun onto its side. Police 
arrested the 20-year-old and sear¬ 
ched the car. They found a multi¬ 
tool with the blade sticking out. 

Miss Walker said: “He said it was 
the owner’s fault for leaving the car 
unlocked and said he was only 
driving at high speeds because the 
police were chasing him.” 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said: 
“He is not the brightest.” 

Loveridge was given a 12-month 
prison sentence suspended for two 
years with conditions, 150 hours of 
unpaid work and a specified acti¬ 
vity requirement both to be com¬ 
pleted in 12 months.

Removing trio a 
disgraceful act 

Sir, Last week the leader of our district 
council set about silencing the 
council’s opposition to car parking 
charges. He did this by removing three 
key councillors, whose views he didn’t 
like, from positions of power. After this 
disgraceful act, he went on to write to 
the paper and call for an “open and 
honest discussion... free from 
entrenched attitudes of the past.” 

It would be wonderful to be able to 
take him at his word. His actions tell 
a different story. 

It must be remembered just a few 
weeks ago it was Cllr Moakes who sat 
at the head of a committee about to 
rubber-stamp a proposal which 
would have seen the district council 
impose unfair, unnecessary and 
expensive parking charges on our 
city centre. If this had been passed, 
the council would have directly 
opposed the 12,000 people who 
signed a petition against the charges. 
It would also have ignored the views 
of local businesses, retail experts and 
a report commissioned by the Prime 
Minister. It would even have gone so 
far as to ignore the views of its local 
Conservative Party, which attended 
the meeting to explain opposition. 
Indeed, it would have been hard to 
see who the council thought they 
were representing. 

Three Conservative councillors 
showed conscience and joined the 
independent and Lib Dem 
councillors in displaying 
understanding and care for the 
evidence before them. For that they 
have been banned from holding 
positions of power. Cllr Moakes said 
nothing against the proposals. Yet in 
his letter he says he thinks the 
proposals were flawed. Once again, it 
would be nice to take him at his word. 
But why isn’t he praising his fellow 
councillors for their “open and honest 
discussion” and their attitudes, which 
were clearly “free from the entrenched 
views of the past.” 

Despite putting aside £650,000 


savings into the council coffers this 
year and receiving hundreds of 
thousands of pounds from 
developers by allowing Sainsbury, 
Aldi, Lidl and Tesco to expand on the 
edge of our city, the district council 
still feels the need to grab revenue at 
the expense of the city centre. It must 
by be aware charging for parking in 
the city while allowing supermarkets 
to build hundreds of free parking 
spaces on the edge of town will kill 
the city centre. Every other local 
authority accepts the evidence. 

Last year the leader of the district 
council began a campaign to impose 
charges in a similar letter, explaining 
he would listen to public opinion. 
However, just a few months later he 
was explaining the decision had been 
made by a previous administration 
and the consultation was about 
determining the method of payment 
and how much would be charged. 
Over the past year the Ely Traders’ 
Association has worked tirelessly to 
inform district councillors of the 
feelings of the local community and 
explain the dangers of these plans. We 
will continue to do so. We thank the 
community for its massive support. 
We would also like to thank the many 
district councillors from all the parties 
who have shown care and concern. 

Far from being entrenched in its 
views, the Ely Traders’ Association has 
been working with city councillors to 
form a town team. This will have its 
inaugural meeting soon and is 
designed to help promote, develop 
and protect Ely’s City Centre. This 
collaboration will help give Ely’s city 
centre a much needed voice. 

However, it remains fundamental in 
this climate of supermarket 
expansion that Ely’s local businesses 
have a level playing field. Only free 
parking in the centre can ensure this.

Sir, At last our council leader 
commits his thoughts to paper on 
the car park charging issue, and 
seems to move position on the 
merits of the scheme he attempted 
to foist onto the city.

the residents of central streets with a 
permit scheme, and did nothing to 
encourage turnover in short-stay car 
parks.

PCs on patrol as part 
of new policing model 


MORE than 40 police 
constables are now patrol¬ 
ling the streets of East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Eight new officers have been 
appointed in the district, taking 
the total number of PCs in East 
Cambs alone to 42. 

It comes as part of a major 
shake-up of Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary. The force’s new 
local policing model was launched 
on Monday. The structure was 
developed to help the force reduce 
its budget but bosses insist it will 
also enhance local policing. 

The force is now divided into six 
areas, in line with local authority 
boundaries and will have uniform¬ 
ed officers, detectives, PCSOs and 
specials who will work as one unit. 

It means in East Cambridge¬ 


shire, there are now 42 police 
constables instead of 34. 

The number of sergeants has 
also increased from two to 10. 

East Cambs is being led by Chief 
Inspector Russ Waterston and 
Inspector Paul Ormerod will be 
Safer Neighbourhoods Manager. 

Detective Inspector Donna Wass 
is the new dedicated crime man¬ 
ager. 

Insp Waterston said: “The new 
structure will increase resources 
allocated to East Cambridgeshire 
which means we will be able to 
proactively target local criminals 
who are committing local crimes. 

“We are committed to ensuring 
east Cambridgeshire remains a 
safe place to live, work and visit.” 

Chief Supt Andy Hebb, local 
policing commander, said: “The 
new local policing model was 


developed to reduce costs while 
maintaining the level of service the 
public receive. 

“In fact, the number of officers 
on the frontline will remain the 
same so in terms of visible officers 
the public shouldn't see any 
difference. 

“The new local policing struc¬ 
ture means a number of functions 
that were previously delivered at a 
local level will now be delivered by 
centrally based teams. 

“This means that local officers 
will be dedicated to dealing with 
local problems and specialist 
teams can focus all of their efforts 
on issues such as domestic vio¬ 
lence, missing people and inte¬ 
grated offender management.”

SHOP workers are prepar¬ 
ing to put their best foot 
forward to support a charity 
close to their hearts.

A WOMAN touched 
by Sir Ian Botham’s 
efforts for charity will 
join him as he walks 
through Cambridge¬ 
shire.

Mrs Connolly, 57, has 
completed the walk every 
other year since it was 
opened to the public four 
years ago. 

She said: “I started 
doing the walk for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. I always 
wanted to meet him, as he 
is someone I have always 
admired and it is such a 
deserving charity. 

“I know a few people 
who have had leukaemia 
at different times and with 
this charity you can really 


see the benefits.” 

In 1985 Sir Ian was first 
inspired to raise cash for 
leukaemia research after 
meeting children in a hos¬ 
pital in Taunton and was 
horrified to learn just 20 
per cent of children survi¬ 
ved the most common 
form of childhood 
leukaemia. 

Over the last 16 years he 
has raised £12 million for 
Leukaemia and Lymph¬ 
oma Research, of which he 
is now the president, and 
the survival rate has shot 
up to 90 per cent. 

Mrs Connolly added: 


“To have helped so many 
children is really inspira¬ 
tional. I have started 
walking now in 
preparation and have 
bought a new pair of 
trainers for the day.

£9.9m bill to 
fix roads hit 
by drought 


NEARLY one in 10 of 
Cambridgeshire’s 
roads has been dam¬ 
aged by drought - 
running up a £9.9 
million repair bill. 

A bid has now been 
made to the Government 
for emergency funding to 
fix problems across the 
county, including cracking, 
subsidence, and potholes. 

Some 257 of the 2,698 
miles of highway looked 
after by the county council 
has been affected, and 
while Fen areas have been 
worst affected, routes as far 
south as Wimpole, 
Cambridge and Newton 
have also been hit. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, the 
cabinet member for com¬ 
munity infrastructure, said: 
“The state of some roads in 
Cambridgeshire is causing 
us real concern. 

“The persistent drought 
means the soil shrinks

under the road surface 
which cracks and becomes 
uneven, making the road 
less safe for all users. 

“The scale of the damage 
is beyond anything which 
can be funded locally if we 
are to continue to meet all 
the other demands on our 
highway maintenance and 
improvement budget and I 
am hopeful the Govern¬ 
ment will recognise the 
scale of the drought, which 
has had such an impact on 
the highway network not 
just in Cambridgeshire, but 
across the whole of the 
region.” 

Twenty-one miles of A 
roads, 149 miles of B and C 
roads, and 94 miles of 
unclassified highways have 
been damaged in the 
county, with drivers being 
limited to 20mph on routes 
such as Westmoor Com¬ 


mon in Little Downham 
because of depressions. 

The most severe defects 
are being fixed, while 
others are being tempor¬ 
arily repaired or surroun¬ 
ded by warning signs. 

Even though the council 
has allocated £90 million of 
extra cash for maintenance 
over five years, the bid for 
funding warns that the 
extent of the drought dam¬ 
age means the overall con¬ 
dition of the network will 
“continue to decline” and 
that “many routes will re¬ 
main in a state of disrepair 
for many years to come”. 

Cambridgeshire’s £9.9 
million bid is expected to 
be accompanied by re¬ 
quests from Lincolnshire, 
Norfolk, Suffolk and Peter¬ 
borough councils. 

Last week the county 
council agreed to send 
instructions on reducing 
water usage to all of its 
buildings.

Premises which achieved 
three stars or above were 
able to display certificates 
in their window so that 
potential diners could see 
how well they performed. 

But those premises that 
received less than three 
stars did not get certificates 
and customers could only 
find out the rating on the

scheme’s website. 

Under the new system, 
premises will be rated from 
0 to 5 and all businesses 
will be encouraged to 
display their tickets. 

A rating of 0 means the 
premises needs to make 
urgent improvements and 5 
is ‘very good’. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the district 
council’s community and 
environment sub¬ 

committee, said he hopes 
the “vast majority” of 
premises will display their 
rating. 

He said: “From April, the 
new scheme will give 
customers the chance to 
choose where they buy 
food and drink based on 
the hygiene scores which 
the shop, restaurant or pub 
received. 

“We hope the vast 
majority of these premises 
will display their score and 
we are currently working 
with businesses to help 


them through this process. 

“At the heart of this 
scheme is the desire to 
ensure we all can continue 
to eat and drink throughout 
the district without having 
to worry about food 
poisoning - this is a goal I 
think we can all support.” 

Cllr Hobbs says that the 
standard of food hygiene in 
the district has risen over 
the last few years. 

He said: “Over the last 
few years, the standard of 
food hygiene has risen 
within East Cambridgeshire 
with shops, restaurants, 
cafes and pubs working 
towards the highest of 
standards. 

“This is due to many 
reasons from more 
discerning customers, a 
better drive towards 
hygiene within the food 
industry and the regular 
checks which officers 
within the council’s 
environment health 
commercial team make. 

“This is where the Food 
Hygiene Rating Scheme 
comes in.”

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Albert Square to Hollywood

W HEN I was given the choice 
of interviewing either Anita 
Dobson or Greta Scacchi - 
ahead of their acclaimed two-hander, 
Bette and Joan, coming to Cambridge 
- there was no hesitation: it had to be 
Anita. 

I’ve loved her since her days as the 
fabulously drunken Angie Watts: 
throughout the late 80s, my whole 
family was addicted to EastEnders - 
and Ange was a huge part of the 
soap’s appeal. 

I liked her single Anyone Can Fall 
In Love (sung to the EastEnders 
theme tune - you remember the one) 
so much that I learned the words and 
sang it to myself in the mirror, 
hairbrush in hand. (I was only 7. So 
that’s OK then.) 

When I actually get to speak to 
Anita, she’s in the back of a car on a 
mobile with dodgy signal. We get cut 
off a couple of times, but she keeps 
calling me back, undeterred and 
uncomplaining. 

Penned by Anton Burge, Bette and 
Joan is set in the early Sixties. Two of 
the silver screen’s greatest leading 
ladies, Bette Davis (Scacchi) and Joan 
Crawford (Dobson), are now has- 
beens, having been upstaged by a new 
brand of blonde bombshell movie star. 
And then they are offered a golden 
opportunity: playing opposite each 
other in the dark and brilliant 
Whatever Happened to Baby Jane?, 
now an undisputed classic. While all 


appeared seamless on-screen, behind 
the scenes the actresses were at war. 
And it’s this part of the story - their 
mutual loathing - that Burge tells in 
Bette and Joan. 

“I just had an instinct about this 
part. I love them both: Bette and 
Joan,” says Anita. “I’ve always loved 
Hollywood’s golden era: Fred Astaire 
and Ginger Rogers, Vivien Leigh, Rita 
Hayworth. .. 

“I grew up watching their black and 
white movies on a Sunday afternoon: I 
cried through them, laughed through 
them, danced through them.” 

When it opened in the West End 
last year, Bette and Joan won rave 
reviews: described variously as 
camp, kitsch and deliciously 
bitchy, critics agreed the show 
was the perfect vehicle for 
Anita and Greta’s talents. The 
Daily Express declared it ‘a 
scorching performance’; the 
Daily Telegraph feted Anita as 
‘wickedly funny’. 

“It’s a fantastic part,” Anita 
laughs. “You can’t really believe 
that two actresses would stoop so 
low! In the film, Bette’s character 
has to lift Joan’s out of bed - so Joan 
wore a lead-weighted belt for that 
scene, which put Bette’s back out. 

“Bette Davis was very 
confrontational; she spoke her mind. 
She was vile to Joan, and 
undermining about her career: Joan 
didn’t have acting lessons, she 
learned everything 
on screen, so 
Bette never 


felt she’d done it the proper way. 

“Joan was refined, so when it came 
to payback for Bette, she resorted to 
subterfuge. Joan is so different from 
me, not the same animal at all. She’s 
certainly very complicated. But 
having researched her now, I sort of 
love the woman.” 

As well as enjoying stage success, 
Anita returned to TV last year to take 
part in 



/ 


Strictly Come Dancing and she’s just 
finished the Strictly live tour. 

“I’d always wondered what it would 
have been like to have trained as a 
dancer,” she says. “If I didn’t give it a 
go, I felt I’d always regret it.” 

Anita’s husband, Queen legend 
Brian May, was less enthusiastic: “My 
family kind of thought ‘Okaay . . . 
Brian probably found it quite hard. I 
just got lost in this world of 

Disneyland; I was in a happy 
little bubble for about five 
months. 

“My dancing partner 
Robin Windsor was 
wonderful and we had 
so much fun. When we 
started training together 
I said, ‘Please, please, 
make me good enough to 
go on the tour’ - and we 
made it onto the tour! 

“And the dresses ... Oh, 
I loved the dresses. Every 
week I’d be given my 
outfit and I’d say ‘This 
is my favourite! ’” 

But having come 
to fame in Albert 
Square, has she 
ever been tempted 
to return? 

“I haven’t ever 
wanted to go 
back, no. When 
Leslie (Dirty Den) 
and Letitia (Sharon) 
returned, it was great 
for them - 
and great 


for the show. But I wanted to do lots 
of different things: that’s what I thrive 
on.” 

She added: “ When I got the part I 
was no chicken: I was already in my 
30s. But I was young enough to use 
the springboard the show had given 
me and see what I could do. 

“When I left I went back to the 
world I’d come from: the theatre. No- 
one in television would touch me, 
because as soon as the audience saw 
me they’d say, ‘Oh look, it’s Ange’. 

“But the directors who knew me 
from before, who knew my CV, didn’t 
think of me as Angie Watts and they 
very generously welcomed me back.” 

Anita’s stage CV is impressive, 
encompassing everything from 
Shakespeare to the Calendar Girls 
and the Vagina Monologues. In 2003, 
she was nominated for an Olivier 
Award for her role in the National 
Theatre’s Frozen. 

At almost 63, has Anita no plans to 
slow down? “It’s funny you say that. I 
did say to Brian about two years ago 
that I might semi-retire now I’m 
getting older, then suddenly all this 
fabulous work came in ... I’m really, 
really lucky and deeply grateful.”

Fine musicians 
capture essence 
of Elgar's genius 



New songs to sing 


B OO Hewerdine will be in 
Cambridge next week 
performing alongside Georgia- 
born guitar wizard Brooks Williams. 

Praised for his rich, atmospheric songs 
which reveal a natural impulse for storytelling, 
singer/songwriter Hewerdine is lead singer of 
indie legends The Bible, as well as an artist in 
his own right. 

His musical career began when, in his teens, 
Boo would serenade various local bands and 
artists with songs he’d written about them. 
Eventually, some ended up using the material 
he’d written and, realising that his music was 
being noticed, Boo went on to form The Bible 


in the mid-80s. 

Boo is constantly collaborating with other 
singers and songwriters, including recently 
Capercallie, the Trash Can Sinatras and Eddi 
Reader’s band, and this week hooks up with 
Williams to showcase the results of their 
efforts. 

Their aim was to capture the sound of two 
guitarists and singers from completely 
different backgrounds working together in 
harmony, and using vintage mics and 
equipment. 

The result was even better than they had 
hoped for and drew on material written last 
summer when their busy schedules allowed. 

Hewerdine has had his songs recorded by 


such artists as Eddi Reader, kd Lang, Jerry 
Douglas, Kris Drever and Heidi Talbot (more 
than 400 of his songs have been recorded). 
Over the course of 17 albums, 

Williams has secured a peerless reputation 
as a songwriter as well as being recognised as 
one of the world’s best guitarists. 

They found that they had a natural writing 
chemistry and material came in abundance - 
and plans are already afoot for a second 
album.

AN unforgettable, moving and uplifting 
experience - Elgar’s The Dream of Gerontius 
was performed in Ely Cathedral on Saturday. 

The concert was given by Ely Choral 
Society, Cambridgeshire Choral Society, Ely 
Consort and the Ely Festival Orchestra. 

Under the baton of Andrew Parnell, these 
fine musicians captured the essence of 
Elgar’s genius. 

With carefully shaped and measured 
precision, the messages of the text were 
abundantly clear. The audience felt a sense of 
awe and reverence — most fitting in the 
inspiring environment of the cathedral. 

The combined choir excelled with a full, 
wholesome sound. Their effects ranged from 
the solemn prayers of the Assistants and the 
harsh brutality of the Demons to the ethereal 
beauty of the Choir of Angelicals. 

The orchestra was indeed on equal terms 
with the singers and these highly skilled 
instrumentalists balanced perfectly to help 
create this wonderful, emotional experience 
that captured the painful anguish of 
Gerontius’s experiences exactly. In the 
opening bars it became immediately apparent 
that the audience was about to experience 
something momentous. With both orchestra 
and choir every utterance was exact but 
evocative. Jonathan Lilley’s organ playing was 
also an essential contributor. There was a 
marked hush at the end of the sections. 

The soloists were some of the finest I have 
heard in Ely Cathedral. Justin Lavender (tenor) 
was a highly charged Gerontius, his superb 
voice permeating the words and music with 
phenomenal emotional intensity. Jeremy 
White (bass) filled the cathedral with his 
powerful voice. The first notes he sang as the 
Priest revealed him to be a man worthy of the 
role - one who could fill the cathedral with 
astounding tonal control, power and authority. 

Deborah Miles-Johnson (mezzo-soprano) 
sang superbly, adding warmth and affection to 
Elgar’s uplifting music. 

This was a most successful evening. There 
was no doubt why the cathedral was packed.

Give your patio 
a summer sizzle

A S summer beckons, 
many gardeners will 
now be deciding which 
patio plants to feature in 
their scheme, but it’s a 
difficult job as there’s so 
much choice and plants can 
vary greatly in quality. 

The perfect summer container 
plant should be long-flowering and 
disease-resistant. But many simply 
don’t do that job. 

To save you some of the bother 
of trial and error, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has now 
produced a report after growing 
more than 35 new varieties suited 
to containers or baskets before 
they were released to the public. 

The plants, which were bought 
as plugs or young plugs last April, 
were grown in good quality 
container compost with added 
slow-release fertiliser. 

The planted containers were 
kept in polytunnels until all risk of 
frost had passed and then brought 
out in June, watered and 
deadheaded as required. 

Among the pick of the crop were

Osteospermum Serenity series (Mr 
Fothergill’s; Unwins), with its soft 
pastel or terracotta-toned flowers 
that mature to a deeper, warmer 
shade, and the Nemesia Lady 
series, a deliciously scented variety 
which looked great in mixed 
plantings with Calibrachoa ‘Can- 
Can Rose Star’ and Pelargonium 
‘Caliente Pink’. 

The white Nemesia ‘Sweet Lady' 
was the longest flowering of three 
highly scented varieties and still 
looked good in September. 

For those interested in new 
basket plants, winners included 
Petunia ‘Sanguna Atomic Blue’, 
which brings drama to any 
arrangement, with its dark 
throated flowers with dark veins 
leading to a deep-mauve colour of 
the rounded petals. 


It carried on flowering when 
other plants were waning, trailed 
well and didn’t suffer from having 
all the flowers at the bottom of a 
curtain of green growth (B&Q; The 
Garden Centre Group; Homebase). 

For a burst of yellow in a mixed 
planting basket, Bidens ‘Solaire 
Semidouble’ didn't disappoint, 
forming a dense trailing mat of fine 
foliage covered with hundreds of 
tiny, vibrant flowers that have an 
extra set of petals around the eye, 
forming a frilly collar. The plants 
grew well, flowered strongly all 
summer and were easy deadhead. 
(B&Q; garden centres) 

Lovers of busy lizzies (Impatiens) 
whose plants succumbed to a 
widespread outbreak of downy 
mildew last summer may be better 
off growing alternatives such as the 
New Guinea-type hybrid impatiens 
or begonias, both of which will 
succeed in similar conditions, 
according to Which? Gardening. 

Last year trialists grew several 
varieties of sunpatiens (a New 
Guinea hybrid), which all 
performed admirably and showed 
no signs of being affected. 

The Sunpatiens Compact series 


were extremely vigorous, tolerant 
of both sun and shade and 
produced beautiful, vibrant flowers 
which required only a little tidying 
to stay looking pristine. 

Of course, no summer planting 
scheme would be the same 
without the trusty lobelia - and 
Lobelia ‘Super Star’ lived up to its 
name, earning the accolade of the 
best lobelia in the trial. 


This small-flowered, bicolour 
variety flowered prolifically, 
starting in June and continuing 
long after other lobelias had given 
up entirely.
